SZ: Hereas by the Statute made in the Eight and tWentieth year of the Reign of King 
=: Henry the Eighth, fo2 Pꝛiſing of Ames, It is p2ovided, That the Lozd Chancel- 
g lour, Lo2d Lreaſurcr, Loꝛd Þzefident of the Kings moſt Honourable Council, Lo2d 
> Ptvy Seal, and the Loꝛds Chief Juſtices of either Bench, oz Five, Four, oz Thee 
pr of them, all have Power and Authoꝛity by their Diſcretion to let the Prices of all 
8 kind of Wines, as in the laid Statute is erpzeſſed: By vertue whereof the Z02d 


RG Keeper of the Gzeat Seal, the Le2d Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, and the Ls2d 
DOIN ne, 7 5 Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, the One and twentieth day of December lait> 
did Oꝛder⸗ That Canary Wines, Allecants, and Muſcadels, be Sold in Gzols at Thirty ſir pounds the 
Pipe oꝛ Butt and Twelve pence the Pint by Retail; Sacks and Malagaes at Thirty two pounds the 2Sutt: 
and Eleven pence the Pint by Retail ; And that French Wines be (old at Thirty ſix pounds the Tunn» and 
Twelve pence the Quart by Retail ; And that Rheniſh Wines be (old at Tenn pounds the Aulm, and 
Eighteen pence the Quart by Retail ; Aud accozding to thee Rates (and no higher) in p2opo2tion fo2 
greater 02 leſſer quantities, either in Sꝛols oꝛ by Retail ; And that none pꝛelume to ſell at higher Prices 
during the yearnert enſuing, to be accounted from the Firſt day of February, in the yearof our Lo2d 1571 
Now that all cauſe of excuſe from ſuch as Jnhavit in remote parts of this Realm, and that ſuch as ſhall 
be found Delinquents therein, may acknowledge their own wilkulnels the cauſe of the danger and penalty 
they fall into akter Advertiſement, His Majeſties Ui! and Pleaſure is, and by the Advice of the {aid 
Loꝛds, and the reſt of His Privy Council, accoꝛding to one other Statute in that behalf made, in the 
Fourth year of the Reign of His indſt 5239'e P2ogeuits!, Ring Edward the Third, by Bis Nopal Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation doth Publill) and Declare, Ton toz One pcarnert kellobeng, to be accompted as aätozctend. 
Canary Wines, Allegants, and Muſcadels, be 1:5t ſold in Gꝛols at above Thirty ür pounds the Butt or Pipe, 
and Twelve pence the Pint by Retail ; And that Sacks and Malagaes be not (05 in Gꝛols at above Thir⸗ 
ty two pounds the Butt, and Eleven pencc the mt b) Beta ; And tnat French Wines be not ſold at 
above Thirty (ir pounds the Tun, and Twelve peice che Duarte bo Beta; And that Rheniſh Wines 
be not fold in Gꝛols at above Len pounds the ulm, and Eighteen peuce che Quart by Retail ; And ac⸗ 
coꝛding to thele Rates (and no higher) in p20592tion fo2 greater 02 leer quantities, either in Sols oꝛ 
by Retail. Which Tates and Prices 1s Mazecttes lealure 3, mail be duelp oblerved in all His Ports. 

and other places within this Realm where Tunes are Tanded, and wirhen Ten Miles of thoſe Ports 
and Places. And it is his Mazeſties Plealure. That in chele Piaces wizere Wines by Tand carriage 
fall be Conveyed moꝛe then Ten Miles krom thenert Doꝛc, che irveral lozts ok Tunes akozelald, Wall 
and may ve ſold accoꝛding to the Rates afoꝛelaid, with an allowance not erceeding Four pounds the 
Tun, and One peny the Quart fo: the Carriage chercok upon Zand every Thirty Miles, and acco2d- 
ing to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater Rates, Strictly Charging and Commanding ſuch of His Sub- 
jects, and others whom it may concern, That none of them ( during the time afozeſaid ) pꝛelume to (ell 
any of the laid Wines in Gꝛols oꝛ by Retail, at higher Kates then by this His Majeſties Proclamation 
are appointed, under the Foꝛkeitures and Penalties mentioned in fhe ſaid Statute, and other the Laws 
and Statutes of this Realm Ozdained in that behalf; And luch further Pains and Penalties, as by the 
Laws and Statutes of this Kealm can 62 may be Juflicted upon TWilful Contemners of Dis Majeſties 
Royal Command and Pꝛoclamation, Requiring ind Commanding all Mapoꝛs, Dheriks, Juſtices of the 

eace, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, an} other Officers of His Mazeſties Poꝛts, and all others whom it 
hall concern, diligently to obſerve, take notice or, and attend ehe Erecution of this His Royal Pleaſure, 
and to give Inkoꝛmation to the Toꝛds and others of the Privy Council, of the Oelinquents, that they be 
pꝛoceeded againſt, and rec:ive Punſhine:t acc92ding to their Demerits.
